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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
In view of the Appeal Brief filed on 1 1/3/2004, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. 

Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 1 1/3/2004, with respect to claims 26-50 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 26-50 has been 
withdrawn. 

Response to Amendment 
The affidavits filed on 4/19/2004 under 37 CFR 1.131 are sufficient to overcome the Huff 
et al. (US 2,86,720) and French Pat. 2739947 references. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 26-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or otherwise suggest an adjustable pedal assembly comprising a 
mounting arrangement, at least one pedal having first and second ends and supported for 
pivotally moving about a first pivot axis, an adjustment element pivotally supported on said 
mounting arrangement about a second pivot axis, said first and second pivot axis being generally 
parallel, a drive mechanism operably connected to said adjustment element for selectively 
rotating (1) an electric signal generator responsive to pivotal movement of said pedal for 
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electrically controlling a vehicle system, (2) said adjustment element, (3) said pedal, and (4) first 
pivot axis about said second pivot axis without p ivotallv moving the aforementioned components 
about said first pivot axis relative to said adjustment element. Examiner still contends that the 
adjusting structure of Huff et al. (US 2,86,720) is considerably comparable to applicants' 
invention. However, Examiner concedes that because the adjusting element of Huff et al. (US 
2,86,720) requires the pivotal movement about shaft 64 during orientation changes of the pedal 
assembly, it does not fiilfill the limitation that the electric signal generator, adjustment element, 
pedal, and first pivot axis pivot about a second pivot axis without pivotally moving said 
components about the first pivot axis. Furthermore, Examiner fiirther concedes that there in 
insufficient antecedent motivation to combine Huff et al. (US 2,86,720) with French Pat. 
2739947 in such a manner that the electric signal generator would be fixedly mounted to axis 64, 
and actuating rod 66 removed, such that the electric signal generator would rotate about axis 48, 
but not actuated until pressed by the operator. Such a modification teaches away fi^om Huff et al. 
(US 2,86,720) need for the pedal 60 to rotate relative to the axis 64.
